Junior High Fire Loss 


(An Editorial) 


The Harrisburg community suffered two distinct losses in de­ 
struction of the old Junior high building by fire New Year's 
morning. 
The first is the loss suffered by children of the school, espe­ 
cially the eighth graders who are approaching high school and 
need every day of their studies to complete their curriculum. 
Although arrangem ents will be made to resume instruction, 
probably before the end of this week, facilities will not be com­ 
pletely adequate, abd instruction will be under a handicap. 
The second loss is financial. 
The insurance carried on the 
old building will not replace it, for the simple reason it was in­ 
sured in line with its depreciated value as a 30-year-old structure. 
As an old building it provided floor space and class rooms the 
same as would a new building. 
It is likely that, on the basis of present material apd labor 
costs, a new building will cost as much as $100,000 more than the 
insurance will replace. 
The new addition recently completed does not duplicate fa- 
j 
cilities of the old building, except 
for 
the gymnasium. Otherwise, 
it simply provided added facilities for 
instruction according to the 
needs of the present-day world.

Carpenter to 
Oppose Change 
In License Plates 


SPRINGFIELD ^ -S e c re ta ry of 
State Charles F. C arpenter said 
today he will oppose any new at­ 
tempt to pass legislation for 1 per­ 
m anent” 
Illinois vehicle license 
plates. 
Some states issue the so-called 
permanent plates to motorists for 
several years use. New “ tags.” or 
small inserts, are issued each year 
for attachm ents to the plates. 
The Illinois Chamber of Com­ 
m erce’s 1955 legislative forecast 
said permanent 
plates probably 
will again be considered by the 
State Legislature, which holds its 
opening session Wednesday. 
Carpentier said he had checked 
with the National Association of 
Traffic Administrators “ and found] 
there are generally objections to 
perm anent plates from the states 
that have adopted them .” 
“ First, there is the m atter of 
enforcem ent,” he said. “The tags 
or inserts are always getting stolen 
or switched from car to car. This 
way a considerable number of reg­ 
istrants are lost by the state. 
“ Then, expired plates are also 
harder to spot,” he said. 
“ W’e’re not convinced permanent 
plates will save the money that 
proponents claim ,” he said. “ You’d 
have to put out a heavier and more 
expensive plate so it would last 
several years. Then it would be an 
expansive changeover in our ad­ 
ministrative system here.”

Dr. Eugene Rabinowitch and Dr. 
Henry Quastier, both of the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, said in a joint state­ 
ment 
Monday that the H-bomb’s 
effects on heredity could thus begin 
the 
“creeping 
suicide” 
of 
the 
human race. 
Quastier, a physiologist, said the 
generation alive at the time of the 
H-bomb w ar might survive, “ and 
its children and its children.” 
“ But the eventual fate of man­ 
kind would have been sealed and 
nothing could be done about it,” 
he said. 
Quastier said it is not yet known 
how 
much H-bomb 
radiation 
it 
takes to seriously affect heredity— 
“ but we do know that radioactivity 
would have some effect.” 
The danger, he said, would be 
that the amount of radioactivity 
would grow with each new H-bomb 
explosion, disappearing only slowly 
over a period of hundreds of years. 
"The danger is that we can con­ 
tam inate the atmosphere so that 
every part of the land and the air 
and ocean will 
eventually be af­ 
fected.” Quastier said. 
“ It would be possible to explode 
enough hydrogen bombs for man­ 
kind 
to commit 
a creeping sui­ 
cide.”

Says Low Coal 
Production 
Hurts Security 


WASHINGTON tP*-The National 
Coal Assn. said today that the 
amount of coal produced in 1954 
should “ shock even those who are 
most apathetic about the national 
security.” 
Tom Pickett, executive vice pres­ 
ident of the association, said pre­ 
liminary figures show that about 
390 million tons of bituminous coal 
were produced in 1954. 
He said 
65o to 700 million tons would be 
needed in event of an all-out mo­ 
bilization effort. 
This means, he said, that the 
country is “ill-prepared so long as 
the coal industry does not have a 
stockpile of productive capacity to 
meet estimated dem ands." 
The 1954 production, he added, 
was the lowest of any year since 
1939. 
The very nature of the industry 
makes it impossible to speed up 
coal production to the necessary 
level in case of an emergency, 
Pickett said. 
Mines closed /or any length of 
time, he explained, fill with water 
and removal takes many months. 
Mines also must be re-timbered, 
tracks repaired or re-installed, the 
mines rew ired and new equipment 
brought in, he said. 
He said lack of employment in 
•the coal industry also im pairs na­ 
tional defense because the indus­ 
try loses thousands of experienced 
m iners to other fields. 
If experts are correct in predict­ 
ing coal requirem ents of another 
war. Pickett said “ it is im perative 
that coal production h^ raised by 
normal demand to a jwint where 
the industry has the stockpile of 
productive capacity sufficient for 
mobilization requirem ents."

Since bringing out the report of 
the Randall Commission of 17 Con­ 
gressmen and business leaders last 
January, 
Mr. 
Randall has been 
working half time as a White House 
consultant. 
He has reviewed the 
program to see if there were buys 
in it. And he has listened and talk­ 
ed to anyone interested in this sub­ 
ject of tariffs and foreign trade, 
seizing every opportunity to urge 
adoption of the program by Con­ 
gress in 1955. 
ONE OF HIS prize speeches on 
this subject was made before the 
big and powerful National Manu­ 
facturers Assn., in New York. This 
group, as conservative as any bus­ 
iness organization in the country. 
is split right down the middle on 
whether the reciprocal trade agree­ 
ments program should be extended. 
’Companies with a big export bus­ 
iness arc for it. 
Companies who 
have to compete with imports from 
abroad are dead against it. NAM 
is so divided on this subject that 
it refuses to take any policy stand 
of its own on the question.

Record 214,000 
Births in

214,000 births in Illinois in 1954. 
This was a 5 per cent increase 
over 1953, and resulted in a natural 
population increase of 123,000 d u r­ 
ing 1954, another record. 
An estimated 92,500 residents of 
Illinois died in the year, 4 per cent 
fewer than in 1953.

U. S. to Pay Japan 
For Loss of Life 
In H-Bomb Tests 
TOKYO W — The United States 
has agreed to pay Japan two mil­ 
lion dollars for loss to life 
and 
property as result of its hydrogen 
bomb tests in the Pacific last year, 
the Foreign Office announced to­ 
day. 
The agreement was signed 
by 
Foreign Minister Mamoru Shige- 
mitsu and U. S. Ambassador John 
Allison at a ceremony at the For­ 
eign Ministry Building. 
Allison assured the Japanese in 
an informal statement after 
the 
signing that the United States “ will 
take every 
possible precaution” 
against a recurrence of the 
For­ 
tunate Dragon incident in 
future 
tests. 
“ This is not a safe world,” 
he 
warned. 
“ It is sometimes neces­ 
sary 
to make 
dangerous experi­ 
ments. 
But they should be sur­
